thirty-four persons made applications al 
tbe Visalia land office for timber lands 
at Sequoia and in course of time per- 
fected their proofs. The law in thesn 
cases requires that the entry shall bo 
made solely in the interest of the entry- 
man and for their own exclusive nso and 
benefit. It is claimed that these thirty- 
four persons wero paid several hundred 
dollars each for their rights, and that all 
the lands were oaslgned to V. D. Jvnupp 
of this city and by him to Moore A 
Smith. 


In other words the entries were nol 


made in good faith and are not in keep- 
ing with the intent of the law, and that 
fraud is shown in the transaction. The 
amount of land thus obtained, by the 
lumbermen by this one deal it ov$r GOOD 
acres and Is a fine quality of timber land 
valued at $20,000. Should it be shown 
that fraud was practiced with a* view t3 
assign the lands to Moore & Smith the 
entries will be canceled.

JOHN E. MAimN'8 DEATH. 


A Brief Sketch of *» Exemplary 


Citizen. 


John E. Mirtin died at the residence 


of hia oon, ProfeBaor J. M. Martin of this 
city, »t 3.30 o'clock yesterday morning. 


Deceased was born in Leo county, Va., 


January 2li, 1808, being at the time of 
his death in bis 85th year. 
lu 1834 Mr. Martin removed with b» 


rfifu undone child to Illinois, where ho 
first heard preaching by tho Disciples or 
Christiana, and united with the Christ- 
ian church. Soon afterward be wag or- 
dained to the ministry aud became an 
eilicient preacher of the gospel. 
At the same time bo engaged in farm- 


ing and acquired considerable wealth. 
He was always a leading spirit in estab- 
lishing churches and schools. He wae n 
charter trustee and tho principal donor 
of Abingdon college, an institution ol 
learning established in Knox county, 
HI., under tbe control of the Christian 
church. In 1809 he retired from active 
business and removed to California, 
where he baa ever since resided. 
Mr. Martin was a man of great firm- 


ness, and characterized above all things 
by bis unswerving loyalty to truth, BO 
that when once hia convictions of right 
and duty had been formed he adhered to 
them with the spirit that makes martyrs. 
After working ou hie farm for six days 
he would ride 15 or 20 miles on Sunday 
morning, and after preaching return to 
resume his farm labors on Blondey. 


His father, Major John Martin, a 


native ol South Carolina, served ia the 
wars of independence and 1812, and as a 
major of staff to Anthony Wayne in LIB 
vfctoriea over the Indiana. 


The deceased leaves behind two sons 


and threo daughters, J. M. Martin and 
Mrs. A. E. WagBtaff of this place being 
of the number. The sons of G. N. 
Froman also are the grandchildren of the 
deceased, Mr. Freman's first Wife having 
been hia daughter. 


The funeral services will be conducted 


at the Christian church thia afternoon at 
2.30, after which the body will ba taken 
to Woodland for interment.

A Gang of Swindlers Operat- 


ing in Fresno. 


HOW THEY GULL THE DUPES 


Six Hundred Dollars Deposit Moiiey 


Collected on an Unlawful 


Conspiracy. 


Several days ago parties pretending to 


represent the Michigan and Maine Lum- 
ber company arrived In this city and at 
once cast their nela for the unwary. 
They represented that they wanted a 
large number of men to take up govern- 
ment timber lands in Washington and 
made a very tempting offer. 


They exacted a deposit of f2o from 


each applicant and they guaranteed to 
each person making this deposit a free 
pass to Washington territory and wages 
ranging from $45 to $100 per month from 
the time of signing the contract nntil its 
termination. 


They agreed to put each applicant 


upon a government timber claim, the 
company to pay all the expenses iu the 
way of land office fees, etc., and to pay 
each settler when ho should have re- 
ceived his government patent $875 and 
the $25 deposit, making $000 In all for 
his claim. Their generosity did not stop 
hero for they also guaranteed to pay 
each settler's fare from Washington ter- 
ritory back to his home in this state. 


An exposure of this fraudulent scheme 


was made in TUB KJU-UUUCAH a few 
days ago, but it did not have the effect 
of frightening away the swindlers. Last 
Thursday night Frank Lavey, who rep- 
resented him eel f as the foreman of the 
company, received a crowd of applicants 
in a private house on Abbey street and 
gathered In $(100 of deposit money repre- 
senting twenty-four gullible victims. A 
Fresnoan named Hart acted as secretary. 


Under the land law of the. United 


States every applicant for timber laud 
must make oath that he IB filing on tho 
claim for himself and that he has not 
agreed to sell the game to any person or 
corporation. 
Every man tiling upon 


land under these circurrstanceB la liable 
to prosecution in the United Slates courts 
for perjury and for conspiracy to defraud 
the government.' 


The parties who are engineering tbo 


scheme are liable to arrest for conspir- 
acy, and some of the Fresno constables 
and deputy constables wboarecoinplain- 
ing of dull times, might fall into ft pretty 
good slued reward from the government 
by arresting the swindlers and notifying 
the United States marshal at Los An- 
geles of the fact. 


It is not expected that (bo confidence 


men now here will over go to Washing- 
ton territory to put their dupes on the 
timber claims. Their game IB probably to 
rake in all tho deposit money they can 
and then leave for unknown parts on 
the train between the gloaming and tbo 
dawn. 


A few weeks ago a gang of sharpers 


worked tho BIIIDQ game in Santa Cruz. 
After receiving nearly all tho deposit 
money in Bight they furnished ono of 
their doubting dupes with a fiee ticket 
to Ban Francisco, Riving him the address 
of a certain oflive in that city whore ho 
was to receive full information an to their 
etanding and reliability. Tho dupe went 
and found that tho address was a vacant 
lot and he paid bis faro back to Santa 
Oru/, to condole with tbo rest of tbo vic- 
tims over the IOHB of their deposit money.

The time is coming when thia part of 


?reauo county will become famous for its 
superior citrua fruits—oranges,. lemons 
and limee. There is no placeiu the state 
that is better fitted for the production of 
-he orange and lemon than tbe thermal 
belt in tbe foothills of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas east and north of Reodley. There 
IB not a valley or cove in tbeae foothills 
where these fruits cannot be successfully 
grown. Tho soil in these small valleys 
e of the richest black loam, the richest 
laud of the mountains that has been 
accumulating for ages, until Us depth 
aae become something remarkable. In 
nstances these spots are supplied with 
water from living epringa and the seep- 
age from the surrounding elevations, and 
witb but little labor dams can bo con- 
elrucled that will save plenty of water 
for irrigation purposes. 


In these sheltered coves there is abso- 


lutely no danger from frost, BS has been 
sroved by the growth of sunflowers nnd 
;oinato plants which have frequently 
jeeii known to live and thrive-for four, 
Ive and six years. A short time ago a 
:omato plant G years of age was flouiisb- 
Ing in one of the vallevs a Tew mile north 
of Reedley, and undoubtedly would still 
be growing if it had cot been destroyed 
by tbo baud of man. Tbo absence of all 
fog is another great advantage of this 
region, and the fruit produced ie free 
from emut and disease. 


Profeeeor Uilgard of Berkeley re- 


cently made an analysis of foothill or- 
anges raised at Portervillo and pro- 
nounced them superior to Jthe Riverside 
production, and an is already generally 
known, it was the Tulare fruit that car- 
ried off first prize at the state citrus f»ir 
of southern California, Tbe foothills in 
thia part of Fresno county are in exactly 
fcho same thermal belt as are thoee of 
Tulare, and aro capable of producing 
fruit equally JIB good. 


People are now beginning to under- 


stand the possibilities of these fertile and 
well watered spots in this thermal belt, 
and tho time is surely coming when 
arge fortunes will bo made in these lit- 
tle valleys that as vet aro most unim- 
proved,—Roedley Exponent.
